Heavily Uanulc.ipped the Firemen, But 


They Wou the i'lght—l.os« of Stock 


Alone Nearlya Thousand Dollars. 


Thacks to the good work of Bed- 


frrd's firemen and seme ol her citizens, 
Saturday onrning, a serious conflagra- 
tion was averted. About seven o'clock 
smoke was seen coming out of the Cellar 
windows of Frank Thompson's grocery 
store in the Tate building. The ala'ro 
v,as sounded and in a very short time 
cur fire fighters had a line of hose at- 
tached to the fire plug at the corner of 
Penn and Juliana streets and a stretm 
oi water plajicg upon the fire. An- 
other hose was connected with the 
plug at the corner of Pitt and Juliana 
streets and some time afterward the 
engine, which had been taken to the 
cisiern at the court house, forced water 
through two lines of hose. 


All this lime the firemen were heavi- 


ly handicapped in their battle agaiusi 
the fire fiend. The heat was so great 
aid the tmoke so dense that it wat 
only by stooping and keepicg the face 
near '.h: floor that one could enter t*:e 
store and it was difficult to definitely 
locate the blaze. Undaunted by these 
conditions, a stubborn flghtwas made 
against an equally stubborn foe am 
after two hours' hard work the fire 
was put out. The firtmen poured water 
on the flames fn,m both ends of tie 
building. If the fire had gotten head- 
T.ay aid spread to the adjoining build- 
ings Btdford would most likely havi 
suffered one of the greatest losses in 
Its history. Only those who have en- 
tered the store and seen the marks oi 
the fire can fully realize how danger- 
ous the conflagration was. The floor 
in the back part of the room was burn- 
ed through aid Ihe safe and stove tum- 
bled into the cellar; tb.3 partition wat 
consumed and the shelving and count- 
ers were charred. A large portion ol 
Mr. Thompson's fine stock of candies, 
groceries, etc., was ruined. The con- 
tents of the store were insured for 
81,400 with the West Chester Fire In- 
suiaace company, Josiah Amos, local 
agent. 
The building in which the 


store is located is owned by Mrs. Dr. 
Alberts Smith, of Philadelphia.

insured. 
It is not known how the fire 


originated. 


During the fi-e Mr. Thompson was 


cool and collected and did everything he 
could to assist the firemen in their ef- 
forts to save his p operty. He has 
shown characteristic enterprise by im- 
mediately opening a temporary store in 
the building, three doors east of the 
Bedford 
House, 
where George B. 


Cooper formerly had his sewing ma- 
chine cfHce, and is now getting readj 
to move into the room in the John A, 
Mowry building where J. Scott Corle 
h»d his novelty store. 
Here he will 


remain until he can return to the Tate 
building. 


The value of Mr. Thompson's stock, 


not including fixture^—cases, jars and 
glassware olall kinds—is?937.95. The 
insurance company has allowed him 
62>a per cent, of that sum. 
Mr 


Thompson was unable to find his in- 
surance policy. 
It may have been 


burned. 


Adams Express Agent Willoughby, 


who is a neighbor ol Mr. Thompson, 
had all of his packages, etc , ready to 
be removed to a place of safety if it 
sbxuld become necessary to do so. The 
walls and 
woodwork 
in the 
ex- 


press office were discolored by smoke, 
but the fire did no other damage there. 


When the fire bell rang Harry 0. 


Hafer, with his usual thoughtfulnesis, 
sprinted to the pump at the planing 
mill and got it going as soon as possi- 
ble. 
That old pump is Bedford's best 


friend in case cf fire.

To Protect the President 


Senator Gallinger has introduced in 


the senate a bill to protect the president, 
vice president, persons in the line of 
succession to the presidency and am- 
bassadors and foreign ministers. The 
bill provides for the punishment by 
death of any person who shall inten- 
tionally kill or who, with intent to kill, 
shall assault any of such officials, and 
the same penalties are prescribed for 
persons who shall incite others to any 
of the foregoing deeds. For threaten- 
ing to kill a sentence of 30 years is 
provided and upon conviction of any 
person who shall expressly, openly or 
deliberately approve of the intentional, 
violent or unlawful killing of any ol 
the persons named, 20 years. 
The 


death penalty is fixed for any person 
or persons associating themselves for 
discussing means for killing any offi- 
cials. The bill provides that persons 
who shall advocate the violent over- 
throw of any and all law shall be im- 
prisoned for not over ten years.

Soldiers of the Civil War. 


The muster rolls of the Union armies 


of the rebellion show that out of 2 000 - 
000 in round numbers, three-fourths 
were native Americans; Germany fur- 
nished 175,000; Ireland, 150,000; Eng- 
land, 50 000; British America, 50,000, 
and other countries, 75.000; in all about 
500,000 foreigners 
Forty-eight per 


cent, of our soldiers were farmers, 27 
per cent, mechanics, 16 per cent, labor- 
ers, 5 per cent, were professional men, 
and 4 per cent, were of miscellaneous 
vocations. The average height of our 
soldiers was 5 feet SJ^ inches, includ- 
ing the large number of recruits from 
17 to 20 years of age. Out of about 
1,000,000 men whose heights were re- 
corded there were 3,613 over 6 feet 3 
inches and some over 7 feet.—Army 
and Navy Journal.

WASHINGTON, December 10.—Almost 


simultaneously with the opening of 
congress the supreme court rendered 
its decision in the "Fourteen Diamond 
Rings" case, declaring that the Philip- 
pine islands are an integral part of 
the United States and that the provis- 
ions of the Dingley tariff law do not, 
therefore, apply to shipments between 
the islands and the United States. 
This, of course, leaves the trade abso- 
lutely free and threw the protection- 
ists into paroxysms. 


With this incentive in view the dila 


tory methods which usually attend the 
first weeks of a new congress have 
been abandoned. Speaker Henderson 
has already named the members of 
the ways and means committee and it 
has held a session with a view of re- 
porting a bill providing for tariff regu- 
lations between the United States and 
the Philippines.

The president's advice on the tariff 


question quite accords with the views 
of the high protectionists of his party 
and when those congressmen who have 
advocated tariff revision have venti- 
lated their opinions to an extent 
which they believe will satisfy their 
constituents, and perhaps gain for 
them some concessions in the way of 
patronage or local appropriations, they 
will graciously consent to have their 
bills buried in committee and will soon 
forget that they ever contemplated the 
heresy of tariff revision—at least un- 
til they have to ask their friends at 
home to re-elect them. 


The only cloud in the Republican 


sky is the recommendation of Mr. 
Roosevelt in regard to reciprocity with 
Cuba. 
The president has said that 


from moral reasons and national inter- 
ests we are bound to grant material 
concessions to Cuba. The sugar trust 
has promised to add the gentle weight 
of its persuasive influence to the move- 
ment, always provided that there is no 
reduction on refined sugar, which, of 
course, means that the Cuban raw 
sugar can be bought cheaper by the 
trust, but the consumer will have to 
pay just as much for the refined ar- 
ticle, and Senator Lodge has been 
chosen to lead the fight in the senate. 


Entirely apart from the question of 


the merits of the president's message 
as demonstrative of statesmanship, 
etc., it is an exceptional success from 
a political standpoint. It has won the 
approval of the people and of the capi- 
talists, a by no means easy attainment, 
and that has inspired in the members 
of congress a respect which is not un- 
mixed with fear. They appreciate tbat 
a president who can at once appeal to 
both people and vested interests is a 
man who is not easily downed aad they 
are one and all anxious to stand high 
in the good graces of the chief execu- 
tive. It is, therefore, safe to predict 
that hie strong recommendation on the 
subject of Cuban reciprocity will exact 
far greater consideration than it would 
have had not the message proved so 
popular a document. 
After all, the

THE 


MESSAGE. 


President K o o s e - 
velthaa placed him- 
seH on record be 
fore the peop'.e. In 
hia maiden message 


to the congress of the United States he 
deals with a variety oi subjects with 
characteristic confidence and frank- 
ness. He is in harmony with his party 
on ita paramount policies. He is a 
firm protectionist and does not belisve 
that the "tariff is the mother of the 
trnsta," as stated by Havemeyer, thr 
sugar trust bsron, when testifying 
before the industrial commission. He 
pins his faith to the Monroe Dockine 
and believes that a powerful navy if 
neceasary to enforce the tenets of that 
immortal measure. He is in sympathy 
with the colonial policy inaugurated 
by the late President McKinley. 


The president begins his message 


with a touching reference to the un- 
timely end of his predecessor. 
In hit 


eulofty of the martyred president he 
says "it is not too much to say that at 
the time of 
President McK'nley's 


death he was the most widely beloved 
man in the 
United States." 
Mr 


Roosevelt's denunciation of anarchy 
is particularly strenuous. He declares 
that "the man who advocates anarchy 
directly or indirectly in any shape or 
fashion, or the man who apologizes 
for anarchists and their deeds, makes 
himself morally accessory to murder 
before the fact." In order to crush 
this evil the president deems it ad- 
visable for congress to take into con- 
sideration the coming to this country 
of anarchists or persons professing 
principles hostile to all government 
and justifying the murder of those in 
authority. Sach individuals as those 
who not long ago gathered in open 
meeting to glorify the murder of King 
Humbert of Italy * * * should be kept 
out of this country, and if found here 
should be promptly deported to the 
country whence they came, and far- 
reaching provision should be made for 
the punishment of those who stay." 
It is Mr. Eoosevelt's belief that the 
federal courts should be authorizsd to 
deal with any man who kills or at- 
tempts to kill the chief executive of 
the republic and that the crime of the 
anarchist should be made an offense 
against the law of nations, like piracy 
and the slave trade. 


In handling the trust problem the 


president was not quite as vigorous 
and explicit as some of his friends ex- 
pected him to be. He is ol the opin- 
ion that the creation of great corporate 
fortunes has not been due to the tariff 
or any other governmental forces, but 
to natural causes. He believes that 
"the captains of industry who have 
driven the railway systems across the 
continent, who have built up our com- 
merce, who have developed our manu- 
factures, have, on the whole, done 
great good." For various reasons he 
thinks that caution is necessary in 
dealing with the combines. "To strike 
with ignorant violence at the interests 
of one aet of men," he declares, "almost 
inevitably endangers the interests of 
all. * * The mechanism of modern 
business is so delicate that extreme 
care must be taken not to interfere 
with it in a spirit of rashness or 
ignorance." Mr. Roosevelt, however, 
acknowledges that "there are real and 
grave evils" in the colossal combina- 
tions of the country, "one of the chief 
being over-capitalization," and that a 
"resolute and practical effort must be 
made to correct these evils." 
"The 


American people," he says, "are con- 
vinced that concentration and conibi- 
nation should be supervised and within 
reasonable limits controlled. 
As a 


partial remedy for the trust evils he 
prescribes publicity. 
The 
nation 


should, without interfering with the 
power of the states in the matter, also 
assume power of supervision and regu- 
lation over all corporations doing an 
interstate business. * * In the in- 
terest of the public, the government 
should have the right to inspect and 
examine the workings of the great 
corporations engaged 
in interstate 


•business." Such further remedies as 
may be needed in the way of govern- 
mental regulations, or taxation, "can 
he determined only after publicity has 
been obtained by process of law and in 
the course of administration." 


Upon the tariff 
question, which 


many politicians place on a pinna- 
cle of prominence at tbe present time, 
President Roosevelt has nothing new 
to suggest. He asserts that "as there 
is general acquiescence in our present 
system as a national policy, nothing 
could be more unwise than to disturb 
the business interests of the country 


•fay any general tariff change at this 
time." 
The executive believes that 


reciprocity should be treated as the 
handmaiden of protection and must be 
sought for so far as it can safely be 
dons without injury to our home indus- 
tries. Mr: Roosevelt's views upon the 
restriction of immigration are pointed 
and practical. 
He favors tbe re-enact- 


ment of the laws excluding Chinese 
laborers, but would apply an educa- 
tional aad economical test to Euro- 
pean* who knock at our doors. An- 
archiltsand all persons of a "low moral 


tendency or of unsavory reputation" 
should be excluded. 


Referring to our shipping interests, 


Mr. Koosevelt says that "the condition 
of the American merchant marine is 
such as to call for immediate remedial 
action by congress," 
No allusion is 


made to the only plan proposed by his 
party—a fat subsidy from the govern- 
ment to tbe ship owners. He only re- 
commends that congress take speedy 
action to build up American shipping 
interests—and he may have had in 
mind the subsidy scheme when prepar- 
ing his message. 


Comparatively little space is devoted 


to national finances. The gold stand- 
ard legislation of the Fifty-sixth con- 
gress is commended; but the president 
believes "there is need of better safe- 
guards in our banking system, against 
the deranging influences of commercial 
crises and financial panics." Ha wisely 
urges strict economy in public expen- 
ditures 
and suggests that efforts 


should be made to bring the revenues 
more clearly within the limit of our 
actual needs. 


"Forest conservation," says the pres- 


ident, "is an essential condition of 
•vater conservation," and this is fol- 
owed by his views upon irrigation. 
0 J this subject Mr. Roosevelt is a self- 
jonfe=sed enthusiast. He would have 
ireat storage works constructed in the 
west for the reclamation of arid lands 
at the expense of the government. The 
president's opinion on this subject will 
gladden the hearts of the western irri- 
gation boomers. 


President Roosevelt is gratified be- 


cause he believes that "Porto Rico is 
'.hriving as never before and is being 
•.dministered honestly and efficiently." 
Our aim in Hawaii is to develop the 
island on "traditional American lines." 


Vs to the Philippines, "our effort is to 
;ive the islanders a constantly increas- 
.ng measure of self-government as fast 
13 they show themselves fit to exercise 
it." 
He takes a roseate view of the 


future of the islands but acknowledges 
that "there are still troubles ahead in 
•he archipelago." 


As a result of the negotiations with 


England the 
executive 
announces 


that he is able to lay before the senate 
i canal treaty which, if ratified, "will 
.nable us to begin preparations for 
an isthmian canal at any time—and 
which guarantees to this nation every 
right it has ever asked in connection 
•vith the canal." 
From this subject 


the president passes to the Monroe 
Doctrine, which, he alleges, "should 
be the cardinal feature of the foreign 
policy of the two Americas, as it is of 
the United States." At this point he 
makes the statement that "we do not

guarantee any state against punish- 
ment if it misconducts itself, provided 
that punishment does not take the 
form of the acquisition of territory by 
any un-American power." Mr. Roose- 
velt describes the Monroe Doctrine as

crease of the navy, both in men and in 
ships. "The navy," he declares, "of- 
fers us the only means of making 
our insistence upon the Monroe Doc- 
trine anything but a subject of deris- 
ion to whatever nation chooses to dis- 
regard it." He favors the creation of 
a national naval reserve, organized 
and trained under the direction of the 
navy department; also that the organi- 
zation and armament of the National 
Guard of the several states should be 
made identical with those provided 
for the regular forces.

right to sell his labor, 
which is 


his sole capital, to the highest bidder 
and the nation shall protect him in 
that right if it takes the last man in 
the republic to defend it. In the olden 
time if a carpenter had a grievance he 
went to his employer for the remedy. 
He did not call on a blacksmith or a 
watchmaker, nor was the nation dis- 
rupted because the employer refused 
to grant it. No pickets were stationed 
along the street, no assaults were made 
on men who were willing to accept the 
wages which the other rejected. His 
family were starving perchance and 
their cry of want went to his heart. 
He never thought of luxuries beyond 
his reach. He was willing to labor for 
that which would bring modest com- 
fort to his home. 


In MeKeesport recently street ears 


were blown up with nitro-glycerine, 
men and women were dragged out of 
the cars and whipped because they 
sought to ride from their homes to 
their work and this was a luxury that 
the rioters had forbidden. On one oc- 
casion a young girl, aged about 16, 
was dragged from the cars by a lot of 
female furies; she broke frcm her per- 
secutors and ran about one half a mile 
pursued by hundreds of wretches that 
it would be a gross libel to call women. 
She tock refuge on the porch of a gen- 
tleman's house, but the servants refus- 
ed to let her in, surrounded by hun- 
dreds of femile savages who dragged 
her to the center of the street and there 
she was beaten almost into insensibili- 
ty. All this at high noon under the 
light of the midday sun in an Ameri- 
can city that floated the Stars and 
Stripes as an emblem of its liberty, in 
a state that boasted to the world that 
it secured to its citizsns life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. 
The 


mayor of that city, who held in his 
hand this high trust and guarantee to 
its citizens, saw no riot, he heard no 
sound that murder was in the air and 
that the lives and property of its citi- 
zens were in danger of destruction. 


One of the most splendid gatherings 


ever seen in the United States w*s 


congregated in tbe City of Brotherly 
Love to witness the football game be- 
tween the army and navy cadets f i om 
West Point and Annapolis. The great 
magnates of either branch of the 
country's defenders were on hand ir 
full force. For several days we had 
witnessed in this city an unusual num 
ber of visitors in brilliant army and 
navy uniforms; almost every man you 
met asked his neighbcr what waa the 
matter. 
The Schley and Sampson 


trial was over and we supposed the 
national jury had gone to their homes 
to study out the verdict; at last an 
official high up in the counsels of the 
nation gave us a straight tip—they 
were on their way to Philadelphia to 
lee the greatest football game of the 
century, perhaps not the greatest 
per se, but the greatest in interest, for 
without much noise it seemed to touch 
the innermost heart of the nation 
Business in every public department 
was suspended for the time. The 
secretary of war, secretary of the navy 
and the secretary of state had some- 
thing important on hand and public 
business was suspended and the re- 
sult of this great gathering was more 
like an ancient Roman holiday than 
anything seen in these matter of fact 
modern days. 


It was like CiBiar's return to E^ine 


with millions of loot and kings and 
queens chained to his chariot wheels 
to celebrate a Roman holiday. The 
scene on the bull grcund was one of 
unusual brilliance.

GOLDEN TEXT.—"Christ our paesover is 


sacrificed for us." 1 Cor. 5:7. 


The Lord spake unto Moses and 


Aaron in the laud of Egypt, saying, 
"Tbia month (Abib) shall be unto you 
the chief of months : the first shall it 
be unto you of the months of the year 
Spook ye unto all the congregation ol 
Israel, saying.

Tliey Have No Influence Whatever Upon 


the W either. 


A belief prevails that the moon'a 


phases and changes have a controlling 
influence over the weather, but so great 
an authority as Professor C. A. Young 
of Princeton lias assured us that 4he 
tEoon has absolutely nothing to do with 
the weathi'r. 


Such a belief is In the strict sense of 


the word a superstition—"mere sur- 
vival from a past credulity. It is quite 
certain that if there is any Influence 
at all of the sort it Is extremely slight, 
so slight that it caiinot be demonstrat- 
ed with certainty, although numerous 
investigations have been made express- 
ly for the purpose of detecting It. We 
have never been able to ascertain, for 
instance, with certainty whether it Is 
warmer or uot or less cloudy or not at 
the time of the full moon. Different In- 
vestigations have led to contradictory 
icsults. 


"As to the supposed connection be- 


tween 'changes of the moon' and 
changes of the weather, it should be 
enough to note that even within the 
rnited States the weather changes are 
rot 
simultaneous 
(in Kansas and 


Maine, for instance), as they should be 
if they were due to the changing 
phases of the moon. Since, however, 
a change of the moon occurs every 
week, every weather change must 
necessarily occur within about three 
days and a half of lunar change, and 
half of then) ought to fall within about 
forty-five hours, even if perfectly inde- 
pendent. 


"Now, 
it requires only a very slight 


prepossession in favor of a belief In 
the effectiveness of the moon's changes 
to make one forget a few of the 
weather changes that occur too far 
from the proper time. Coincidences 
enough can easily be found to justify 
a pre-existing belief." 


From a very remote antiquity, In the 


twilight of natural astrology, a belief 
arose that changes In the weather were 
occasioned by the moon. That the be- 
lief still exists is clear to any one who 
Is acquainted with current literature 
and common folklore. 
In fact, 
it 


must be admitted that even intelligent 
and well informed people have been 
known to accept the theory. 


The Idea that the weather is affected 


by the changes in the moon is still held 
with great vigor in England, and one of 
our proverbs is, "So many days old the 
moon is on Michaelmas day, so many 
floods after." If it rains on St. Swith- 
in's day, we are told to expect rain for 
forty days after. An equally wise pre- 
diction Is that if Christinas comes dur- 
ing a waxing moon we shall have a 
very good year, and the nearer to the 
moon the better, but if during a waning 
moon a hard year, and the nearer the 
end of the moon so much the worse. 


Another belief is that the condition 


of the weather depends upon the day 
of the week on which the new moon 
chances to fall. New moon on Monday, 
or moon day. Is everywhere held as a. 
sign of good weather. Friday's new 
rnoou is much disliked, while Saturday 
is unlucky for the new and Sunday for 
the full moon. 


In Scotland the farmers believe that 


a misty moou is a misfortune, and an 
agricultural maxim among them teach- 
es that 


II the moon shows like a silver shield, 
You nvoii not be afraid to reap your field, 
But it she rises haloed round 
Soon we'll tread on deluged ground. 


Another weather guide connected with 


the moon is that to see "the old moon 
in the arms of the new moon" is reck- 
oned a sign of fair weather, and so is 
the turning up of the horus of the new 
moon. In this position it is supposed 
to retain the water which is imagined 
to be in it and which would run out if 
the horns were turned down. 


The country people in Scotland fore- 


tell the changes of the weather from 
the changes in the appearance of the 
new moon. 
If she "lies sair on her 


back," it is a sure sigu of bad weather, 
or when her horns are pointed toward 
the zenith.

cle worth 
witnessing. 
Occasionally 


bitter feuds arise between rival so- 
cieties for the possession of a corpse, 
for the negro's love of a funeral is not 
second even to his love of melons. The 
ceremonies usually begin the night be- 
fore the actual interment is to take 
place. There are sermons, prayers and 
personal experiences interspiced with 
wild 
bursts 
of 
Incoherent 
melody, 


which arouses religious fervor to fever 
height. Men and women faint In the 
course of the exercises, many others 
fall Into trances and talk of visions of 
their dead friends enthroned in glory. 


The ceremonies culminate in a form- 


al procession. It is forming for an 
hour before the residence of the late 
lamented son or daughter. Negroes 
from the uttermost parts of the city 
gather in the streets. The occasion is a 
festive one. They run and shout and 
caper. The members of the organiza- 
tions to which the dead person belong- 
ed stnnd in solemn order, clad in elab- 
orate uniforms and bearing the ban- 
ners and otlier insignia of their re- 
spective orders, and when the cortege 
finally moves, wending Its way at 
times through 
miles of the city's 


streets, it is followed by a mad rush 
of men, women and children, who 
block the thoroughfares, and traffic for 
the time being has to be suspended. 
The hope of such a funeral is tbe in- 
spiration of many a negro's whole life. 
He slaves aud deprives himself of 
actual necessities for years to meet 
the demands of the collectors ot the 
societies in order that he may go to 
bis last resting place in the midst of 
such 
strangely 
weird 
pageantry.—
